Dear  Professor  Leathes: 

I  nave  your  letter  enclosing  another  from  Dr,  Au  R. 

Eloor.  I  am  sorry  that  Dr*  Blocr  will  not  come  lor  the  *2000*  This  is  the 
amount  that  has  been  put  into  the  estimates  by  the'  Finance'  Committee.,  which  I 
feel  assurred  will  pass  next  Thursday.  I  do  not  see  how  it  will  be  possible 
for  us  to  increase  tnat  amount  at  present,  ana  I  ac-ubt  the  feasibility  of 
adding  to  it  frcti  tne  Medical  Reisearcn  Fund.  Tnat  fund  was  received  for  a 
special  purpose  and  I  air  afraia  that  the  donors  would  complain  and  tnat  other 
departments  ol  the  Uni varsity  mignt  also  maket  demands  upon  it.  Moreover,  as 
you  know  it  is  only  granted  for  fivei  years,  though  I  hope  that  we  shall  be  able 
to  have  it  continued  after  tnat.  Can  you  not  get  any  young  nan  from  Cambridge 
or  some  other  place  in  England  who  would  cone  out  for  the  *2000  ?  Your  other 
estimates  went  through  as  you  reouestea,  and  I  nope  tnat  you  will  be  successful 
in  getting  a  chief  man  for  the  place. 

I  air  leaving  for  the  Continent,  next  week  ana  expect  to 
arrive  in  Rotterdam  about  25tn  of  June.  Any  letter  sent  to  me  in  care  of  tne 
Holland -America  3.  3.  "Nooraan"  will  reacn  ne. 

T  am  glad  to  say  that  that  Committee  has  also  placed  your 
salary  at  *4000.  They  recognise  that  this  is  only  due  after  tne  terms  on 
which  you  came  to  us,  and  the  splendid  service  that  you  have  rendered  the 
University  during  these  five  years. 

Yesterday  I  was  shown  two  letters  from  Professor  Brodie 
both  of  which  lead  me  to  believe  that  he  will  accept  Liverpool.  In  view  of 
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that  Wacall un  nas  mentioned  Dr.  fi.  ft.  F'lliott  as  a  suitable  person  to 
succeed  hitr.  Would  you  write  rre  your  opinion  with  regard  to  bine  to  the. 
stearrer  at  Rotterdam  ?  I  tray  perhaps  ask  hitr  to  cotre  over  to  Holland  to 
see  tre.  I  shall  be  glad  to  hear  frotr.  you  when  I  arrive  in  Rotterdam.
